q HUDDBRS over what Premier Mplotoff might say 
^ before the extraordinary session of the sup- 
preme Soviet council Tuesday teem to have been 
justified by what was said. 


“There have been Important changes In the In­ 
tern atio n al situation during the last two months,” 
■ 
Tolotoff told his listeners. This applies above all to 
urope but also to countries far beyond the con­ 
fines of Europe.” 


Alarmists fear Germany and Russia have com­ 
bined In an attempt to spread the doctrine of nihi­ 
lism—revolution for revolution's sake. Molotoff con­ 
firms the suspicion thai something of the sort may 
tpk*** happened by boasting of Sovlet-Nazi friend­ 
ship and accusing Great Britain of being the ag­ 
gressor in Europe's war. 


Though not specifying what are the Important 
rhanges In the international situation since conclu­ 
sion of Russia's friendship pact with Germany, he 
seems to be referring to hopes of revolution. 


lf those hopes Include China aud ultimately Japan, 
the words of Premier Molotoff begin to have mean­ 
ing in the United States At Us eastern extremity, 
Soviet Russia is only a few miles from Alaska. 
China and Japan are vital factors In this govern­ 
ment's Pacific relations. 


What the Molotoffs and Hitlers are dreaming of 
these days cannot he disassociated from what Amer­ 
icans are dreaming of, highly desirable as that 
would be.

t i EAVILY guarded, according to discreet reports, 
* * the New York World’s fair folded Its tents 
Tuesday night and silently stole away. Vandalism 
and lighter forms of Halloweeniag were discour­ 
aged sharply. The fair was over and that was all. 
It was the most aggressively ballyhooed enter­ 
tainment enterprise in history. It was the most 
lavish. It was the largest sud most costly. It cov­ 
ered the most ground. It had Grover Whalen at the 
heed of it. It had New York city behind it. 
It had the greatest ambitious any fair ever had. 
It drew the largest crowds, even though they weren't 
largo enough lo pay the freight on the Investment. 
It bad the most sensational exhibits. It was oper­ 
ated by the most complicated organization ever as­ 
sembled for such a purpose. 
But it didn't have chally Rand. The Golden Gate 
exposition in Ban Francisco, which did have Miss 
Rand, lost mouey too. This must have been Just a 
bad year for fairs—the bigger the badder.

Flint sailed for England Oct. 3 with 
a cargo of freight. 
S in ce the arms 
embargo was then in effect, it car­ 
ried no “defensive" or "offensive” 
weapons, no arms, ammunition or 
Implements of war. 
But It carried all sorts of Ameri­ 
can products that no one seriously 
has attempted to embargo. Yet the 
British* and the German govern- 
merits are treating many of the 
commodities In the cargo as con­ 
traband of war, that Is to say, as 
liable to seizure and confiscation. 


rT'HB Germans have captured the 
I ship. 
Under International law, 
as we ourselves have practiced It. 
they were entitled to capture 
the 
ship. But In capturing It, they have 
made It perfectly clear that they 
do not recognize Sen. Nye's dis­ 
tinction between arms and other 
commodities, nor Mr. Hoover’s dis­ 
tinction between bombing planes 
and fighting planes. 
It was the destination of the ship 
and not the character of the cargo 
that made the City of Flint a g rise 
of war. It follows that the senate 
hill, which would embargo the ship 
from sailing Into the war zone. re- 
moves the whole danger at Its 
source 
For we are entangled In 
the episode not because of the car­ 
go hut because of the ship. 
Had this been a British ship 
carrying a cargo of bombing planes, 
nothing that could have happened 
to the ship after It left our terri­ 
torial 
waters could 
Involve the 
United States government. 
Barring an accident at sew while 
the ship Is In dangerous waters, tha 
case of the City of Flint will lose 
much of Its importance as soon as 
the senate hill becomes the law of 
the land. For the American people 
hardly will he disposed to make a 
gfeat issue nut of an eplaode that 
would not have occiired lf the pas­ 
sage of the neutrality hill had not 
been delayed 
That does riot mean, however, 
that the case can he Ignored whol­ 
ly. 
Two questions of considerable 
Importance will remain 
One Is 
the effect of our refusal, entirely 
proper so It seems to us. though 
the opposite view is arguable, to 
admit that a belligerent has the 
right to take a captured American 
ship Into a neutral harbor,

tralia. and should take It Into a 
South American port. We should 
then expect the south American 
country to do what Norway did 
when Germans look the City of 
Flint into the harbor of Tromsoe, 
that la to say, lo order tho ship to 
leave virtually at once. 
But we probably shall not like 
that very much either lf it means 
that an American ship with an 
American crew Is wandering on the 
high seas as prisoner of a German 


prize crew. This question never 
may arise and until It does there 
la no need to say what we should 
do about It. But we shall do well 
to think about It. 
The other question 1s Intangible 
hut Is more Immediately important. 
It arises out of what appears on 
♦ he face of the facts to be the gross 
discourtesy of the Soviet govern­ 
ment In not enabling our own gov­ 
ernment to communicate with the 
American crew of this American 
ship while they were In the harbor 
of Murmansk. 
It Is Inadmissable, for example, 
that the wife of the captain of this 
ship should 
have had 
to learn 
through a telephone message from 
a German diplomatic agent In Bos­ 
ton that her husband was aboard a 
ship sailing from a Russian port. It 
Is Inadmissable that the American 
embassy In Moscow was kept from 
talking with American citizens In a 
Russian port. 


npO Ignore such a gross violation 
of diplomatic decency would be 
to admit that we do not Insist, up­ 
on respect for our most elementary 
rights 
Why, lf we were at war 
with Russia, and these Americans 
were Russian prisoners of war, the 
Russian 
government 
still 
would 
have been under obligation to let 
the families of the men know from 
some one who has visited them 
how they are faring To have held 
these 
Americans incommunicado 
while there exist full diplomatic 
relations between the United States 
and Soviet Russia requires more 
explaining than the Russians have 
done as yet. 
An explanation 
Is 
needed be- 
cause It would be a very unheal­ 
thy precedent, so early In the war, 
to let It be felt that Soviet Russia 
Is 
safe 
In 
treating the United 
States so shabbily. We are, for 
example, 
greatly concerned 
for 
the Independence of Finland and 
the other Scandinavian countries 
and along with the other Ameri­ 
can 
nations 
we have expressed 
our moral solidarity In their strug­ 
gle for the maintenance of their 
neutrality. 
If now Soviet Russia can with 
Impunity humiliate this country, 
our moral support of Finland may 
count for very little. If we cannot 
make our own elementary rights 
respected In Moscow, what It to 
become 
of 
the 
Finns 
and 
the 
Swedes? 
There Is no disguising the fact 
that this is the most serious aspect 
of the Incident. For while we have 
no 
quarrel 
with 
Germany 
and 
while we have only a legal argu­ 
ment with Russia about the ship 
Itself the discourtesy ahown 
us 
will, if it Is Ignored, Invite sn In­ 
creasing disregard of our rights 
and of our moral influence. 


\ T THE very least, therefore, we 
i i are compelled to ask the Rus­ 
sians to explain their conduct or 
to furnish us with some reason­ 
ably satisfactory 
assurance 
that 
their conduct was not in fact, or 
was not Intended to be, what on 
the evidence available it appears 
to have been. 
Hut while It Is necessary to he 
firm, we should he persistent and 
not Impatient. There will be a 
temptation to recall the ambas­ 
sador as a gesture of annoyance. 
Hut such gestures are not 
very 
useful. In th** ('ase of Germany, It 
would he far better to have an 
ambassador and see that he is re­ 
spected. 
than 
to withdraw 
him 
and sulk. 
For an 
ambassador Is 
not 
a 
certificate of our admiration for 
the government to which he is 
accredited. An ambassador Is an 
agent for communicating our views 
to the head of a foreign state. And 
the more difficult our relations with 
that state, the more desirable it is 
to have an ambassador. 
It will be better in the case of 
Russia, as It would have been bet­ 
ter in the case of Germany, to 
keep the ambassador at his post and 
to back him up and to keep him at 
work making our views understood 
and respected, than bo order him 
home and then give up the effort to 
make our views prevail.

OEN. T \F T i> tho latest to tack up a danger sign 
^ on wartime powers of government. In an address 
to the lndiana|H)lis Bar association on "Emergency 
Powers of the President” Monday night, he expressed 
as much concern about what would happen to the 
United Slates if it went to war as about the pos­ 
sibility that It might go to war. 
”1 do not say,’’ explained Sen. Taft, “that the 
President should be stripped of emergency wartime 
powers. My purpose Is to point out the dangers to 
democratic processes attendant upon modern war­ 
fare.” 
Worry on this score Isn t peculiar to Americans, 
nor to democratic processes. Every government that 
goes to war signs its own conditional death war­ 
rant, and that includes the dictatorships which, be 
cause they are inelastic, inevitably must crack up 
first. Few governments In Europe survived the World 
war and those that did were shaken to their founda­ 
tions. 
Already, Great Britain and France, which survived 
the ordeal aud seemed to have established a new era 
of popular government on the ruins of European 
autocracy, are abandoning some of their democratic 
principles to th* exigencies of warfare.

Hartford Courant Passes Its 175th 


Birthday, Having Covered Turning 


Points In American History

BUNDAY The Hartford Courant observed the 175th 
anniversary of it* founding. That is a fine old 
age for a newspaper. We may Hay it is a positively 
miraculous age for a newspaper in these times. 
We regret that there Is not now living any mem­ 
ber of the original xtaff of The Courant. We would 
enjoy interviewing him on what he thought was the 
biggest news story printed In nigh on to two cen­ 
turies. We suppose he would say the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence. 
That must have been a hot vam for The Courant. 
We can think of nothing In modern journalism that 
might be comparable to It. We wish we could have 
heard a member of that original staff explain how 
they got the tip the story was going -to break and 
how the news editor reacted. We suppose he had the 
usual duck-fit characteristic of news editors with a 
big story popping. 
In those days there Were no telegraph or telephone 
wires, of course, and the mails were dilatory, so we 
presume the reporter covering the signing did not 
get his story in with the celerity that would be de­ 
manded in these times. 
Probably he did not bother with a detail that 
would have been the first consideration of a modern 
reporter, an interview with John Hancock on how 
he felt when he dashed his signature across that 
sacred page. 


a N original staff member might hare put the 
* x battle of Bunker HIU ahead of the signing of the 
Declaration as The Courant s biggest tale. -News­ 
papermen always have been inclined to fancy stories 
of action. The battle o$» Bunker Hill came off a year 
ahead (rf the declaration and Its greatest importance 
was in convincing the revolutionists that they could 
handle the redcoats, which up to that time was a 
matter of some doubt. 
The Courant must have had military experts Just, 
like the great newspapers of today, because before 
the battle it was forecasting something of that 
nature by printing accounts of the way the colonists 
were steamed up over Imposition of tough taxes by 
England. Perhaps we ought to keep this matter sub- 
rosa at the moment, lest we be accused of un- 
neutrality. 
The Courant was ll years old when the “embattled 
farmers” learned that their British adversaries were 
not altogether Invincible. It was founded as a weekly 
in 1764 by Thomas Green, a young journeyman print­ 
er, who carted a crud© printing press from New 
Haven to Hartford by ox- team and began turning out 
The Courant on the second floor of an establishment 
known as the Heart and Crown tavern. 
We consider that the handiest sort of location for 
a newspaper. In our Journalistic youth, we always 
went to great pains to hold a job on any newspaper 
that was published adjacent to a tavern. 
O 
NLY a few and highly-treasured coplea of the 
first Issue of The Courant are now in existence, 
but right off the bat Editor Green began squawking 
about a direct tax levied against the colonies. 
There was applause in the early Courant for th© 
growing tendency of the New York dudes to wear 
clothing of colonial manufacture, a patronlze-home- 
industry note popular among editor* to thla very 
hour. 
Today, at 175 years of age. The Courant Is one of 
the big important dailies of the New England states, 
with a large staff of employes, a wide circulation and 
the proudest newspaper tradition of any publication 
In the land.

CHUDDERS over what Premier Mplotoff might say 
^ before the extraordinary session of the sup- 
preme Soviet council Tuesday seem to hare been 
Justified by what was said. 


"There have been Important changes In the In­ 
te rn a tio n a l situation during the last two months,’’ 
^Molotoff told his listeners. This applies above all to 
europe but also to countries far beyond the con­ 
fines of Europe." 


Alarmists fear Germany and Rusaia have com­ 
bined In an attempt to spread the doctrine of nihi­ 
lism—revolution for revolution's sake.

lf those hopes Include China and ultimately Japan, 
the words of Premier Molotoff begin to have mean­ 
ing In the United States. At its eastern extremity, 
Soviet Russia Is only a few miles from Alaska. 
China and Japan are vital factors in this govern­ 
ment’s Pacific relationa.

The Golden Gate 
exposition in San Francisco, which did have Miss 
Rand, lost money too. This must have been Just a 
bad year for fairs—the bigger tho badder.

to let lf be felt that Soviet Russia 
is

States so shabbily. We are, for 
example, 
greatly 
concerned 
for 
Ihe Independence of Finland and 
the other Scandinavian countries 
and along with the other Ameri­

nations 
we have expressed 
our moral solidarity In their strug­ 
gle for the maintenance of their 
neutrality. 
If now Soviet Russia can with 
impunity 
humiliate this country, 
our moral support of Finland may 
count for very little. If w e cannot 
make our own elementary rights 
respected in Moscow, -what It to

Swedes? 
There Is no disguising the fact 
that thl* Is the most serious aspect 
of the Incident. For while we have 
no 
quarrel 
with 
Germany 
and 
while we have only a legal argu­ 
ment with Russia about the ship 
Itself the discourtesy shown 
us 
will, if it is ignored, invite an in­ 
creasing disregard of our rights 
and of our moral influence. 


\ T THE very least, therefore, we 
UA are compelled to ask the Rus­ 
sians to explain their conduct or 
to furnish us with some reason­ 
ably satisfactory 
assurance 
that 
their conduct was not in fact, or 
was not intended to be. what on 
the evidence available it appears 
to have been. 
But while It Is necessary to be 
firm, W’e should be persistent and 
not Impatient. There will be a 
temptation to recall the ambas­ 
sador as a gesture of annoyance. 
But such gestures are not very I 
useful. In the case of Germany, it 
would he far better to have an 
ambassador and see that he is re­ 
spected, 
than 
to 
withdraw 
him 
and sulk. 
For an 
ambassador is 
not 
a 
certificate of our admiration for 
Ihe government to which he la 
aecrodtied. An ambassador Is an 
Hgent for communicating our views 
to the head of a foreign state. And 
the more difficult our relations with 
that state, the more desirable it is 
to have an ambassador. 
It win be better in the case of 
Russia, as it mould have been bet­ 
ter in the case of Germany, to 
keep the ambassador at his post and 
to back him up aud to keep him at 
work making our views understood 
and respected, than to order him 
home and then give up the effort to 
make our views prevail.

large, and stay in the center of 
the cup. you may expect rain and 
probably wind as well. 
"The fact that the bubbles swell 
to a good size is a sign that atmos­ 
pheric pressure Is low and that 
there la a good deal of moisture in 
the air. 
"On the other hand, lf the bub­ 
bles are quite small and these go 
to the sides of the cup after a 
few moments, one may take this 
as a sign of a fine, dry day. 
If 
the bubbles soon disappear it may 
he taken that the conditions are 
very settled. 
"The bubbles behave in this way 
when atmospheric pressure is high 
and the weight of the air prevents 
them swelling to any great size and 
finally causes them to disperse in 
the manner indicated”

Hartford Courant Passes Its 175th 


Birthday, Having Covered Turning 


Points In American History

^•UNDAY The Hartford Courant observed the 175th 
° anniversary of it* founding. That I* a fine old 
age for a newspaper. We may say it ie a positively 
miraculous age for a newspaper in these times. 
We regret that there is not now living any mem­ 
ber of the original staff of The Courant. We would 
enjoy interviewing him on what ho thought was the 
biggest news story printed in nigh on to two cen­ 
turies. We suppose he would say the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence. 
That must have b-'en a hot vam for The Courant. 
We can think of nothing in modern journalism that 
might be comparable to it. We wish we could have 
heard a member of that original staff explain how 
they got the tip the story was going-to break and 
how the news editor reacted. We suppose he had the 
usual duck-fit characteristic of news editors with a 
big story popping. 
In those days there were no telegraph or telephone 
wires, of course, and the mails were dilatory, so we 
presume the reporter covering the signing did not 
get his story in with the celerity that would be de­ 
manded in these times. 
Probably he did not bother with a detail that 
would have been tho first consideration of a modem 
reporter, an interview with John Hancock on how 
he felt when he dashed his signature across that 
sacred page. 
\ 
N original staff member might have put the 
battle of Bunker Hill ahead of the signing of the 
Declaration as The Conrant’s biggest tale. -News­ 
papermen always have been inclined to fancy stories 
of action. The battle oil Blinker Hill came off a year 
ahead of the declaration and its greatest importance 
was in convincing the revolutionists that they could 
handle the redcoats, which up to that time was a 
matter of some doubt. 
The Courant must have had military experts Just, 
like the great newspapers of today, because before 
the battle it was forecasting something of that 
nature by printing accounts of the way the colonists 
were steamed up over imposition of tough taxes by 
England. Perhaps we ought to keep this matter sub- 
rosa at the moment, lest we be accused of un- 
neutrality. 
The Courant was ll years old when the "embattled 
farmers" learned that their British adversaries were 
not altogether invincible. It was founded as a weekly 
in 1764 by Thomas Green, a young journeyman print­ 
er. who carted a crude printing press from New 
Haven to Hartford by ox team and began turning out 
The Courant on the second floor of an establishment 
known as the Heart and Crown tavern. 
We consider that the handiest sort of location for 
a newspaper. In our Journalistic youth, we always 
went to great pains to hold a Job on any newspaper 
that was published adjacent to a tavern. 
O 
NLY a few and highly-treasured copies of tho 
first issue of The Courant are nowr in existence, 
but right off the bat Editor Green began squawking 
about a direct tax levied against the colonies. 
There was applause in the early Courant for tho 
growing tendency of the New York dudes to wear 
clothing of colonial manufacture, a patronize-home- 
industry note popular among editors to this very 
hour. 
Today, at 175 year* of age The Courant is one of 
the big important dailies of the New England state*, 
with a large staff of employes, a wide circulation and 
the proudest newspaper tradition of any publication 
in the land. It la the oldest newspaper In the United 
States In point of continuous publication. At least 
that Is its claim, and we know-of none that can dis­ 
pute B- 
Think of its history! its files represent a com p lete 
record of this nation, step by step. since the birth 
thereof. Nothing of importance has happened in the 
United States in 175 years that The Courant did not 
publish as news of the day. Incidents we now read of 
in ponderous tomes as of great historical Importance 
were Just items to The Courant of long ago. 
Editor Green had his struggles in the early days. 
of course. We say of course because a newspaper 
that did not have struggles in lls early days would 
be supernatural. The Courant almost had to throw in 
the towel in 1777 because of the Revolutionary war 
and a shortage of paper. It gave its readers plenty 
of news from the battle fronts however, and that la 
another reason why we wish we could have Inter­ 
viewed that original statf member. We would have 
asked him how The Courant’* war correspondents 
got their news and how they made out on their ex­ 
pense accounts.

Agriculture Income Lifted 
The farm price advance which 
has occurred since I he start of the 
European war was partly respon­ 
sible for lifting the level of a p i ­ 
cultural income over that of last 
year. Although some of the war 
boom enhancement of commodity 
values faded away, producers have 
large supplies of virtually all types 
pf grain, livestock and dairy pro­ 
ducts to market at higher price 


Since Aug. 31. the day before the 
w ar broke out. prices of principal 
farm commodities such as grains, 
livestock, eggs, butter and cotton 
have advanced lh to 29 percent 
and in most cases, except for live­ 
stock and eggs, are higher than a 
year ago.

Republican State Committee Makes 
Recommendations On Each Proposition 
TO TH E PEO PLE OF O H IO : 
At the coming election, on Tuesday, November 7, 19.VJ, 
four state issues will be submitted to the voters of Oiiio for 
determination. 
The official "Questions or Issues” ballot carrying these 
issues, which will be used in most of the counties, will be 
like the sample ballot shown at tile right. In a few counties 
the official ballot may be narrower than this sample ballot. 
In a few counties local issues may be on the same ballot 
following the state issues. But in every county the four 
state issues will appear on the official “Questions or I s ­ 
sues” ballot in the sam* order in which they are shown on 
this sample ballot. 
“STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION” AMENDMENT 
The first issue on the official ballot carrying the state 
issues, will be the so-callcd “State Board of Education’* 
amendment. It is a proposal to amend Section 4 of Article 
VI of the Constitution of Ohio so as to create a state board 
of education and director of education, and to abolish the 
existing office of superintendent of public instruction. This 
proposal is being submitted to the voters of Ohio pursuant 
to a resolution providing therefor adopted by the 93rd 
General Assembly of Ohio. 
“BIGELOW ” AMENDMENTS 
The second and third issues on the official ballot 
carrying the state issues, will be the ao-called “Bige­ 
low” amendments. The second issue is a proposal to 
amend the Constitution of Ohio by the adoption of a 
new section to be known as Section 13 of Article XII, 
so as to provide a pension for all persons 60 years of 
age or over, and to levy special real estate and in­ 
come taxes to raise a part of the money required there­ 
for. The third issue is a proposal to amend the Con­ 
stitution of Ohio by the adoption of a new section to 
be known as Section I (h) of Article II so as to pro­ 
vide that the signatures of 100,000 electors from the 
state at-large shall be sufficient for an initiative peti­ 
tion submitting a proposed constitutional amendment 
to the vote of the people, and to provide that the signa­ 
tures of 50.000 electors from the state at-large shall be 
sufficient for an initiative petition submitting any pro­ 
posed law directly to the vote of the people without 
first submitting it to the Legislature. Both of these 
proposals are being submitted to the voters of Ohio 
pursuant to an initiative petition sponsored by the Big­ 
elow Pension Plan Committee. 
“CIVIL SERVICE” REFERENDUM 
The fourth issue on the official ballot carrying the 
state issues will be the so-called “Civil Service” referen­ 
dum. It is a referendum on House Bill No. 14 amending 
the civil service laws of Ohio, passed by the 93rd General 
Assembly and approved by the Governor. This referendum 
is being submitted to the voters of Ohio pursuant to a 
referendum petition sponsored by Democratic State Head­ 
quarters. 
STATE COMMITTEE RECOMMENDATIONS 
The Republican State Central and Executive Com­ 
mittee of Ohio, the duly elected and legally constituted 
controlling Committee of the Republican Party in Ohio, 
at a meeting duly called and held in the City of Columbus, 
on Tuesday, October 17, 1939, after carefully considering 
each of these four state issues, unanimously adopted reso­ 
lutions recommending to the people of Ohio: Adoption 
of the “State Board of Education” amendment; rejection 
of both of the “Bigelow” amendments; and approval of 
House Bill No. 14 amending the civil service laws. Said 
resolutions urge the people of Ohio voting at the election 
to be held on Tuesday, November 7, 1939, to vote on said 
issues as shown on the sample ballot at the right. 
PARTISAN CONSIDERATIONS NOT INVOLVED 
May I aute that in adopting these resolutions the 
members of the Republican Sute Central and Execu­ 
tive Committee were not influenced by partisan con­ 
siderations of any kind. The first three of these issues 
are clearly not Party issues. The fourth issue may, 
with some degree of reason be said to be a Party issue. 
In adopting these resolutions the members of the Com­ 
mittee were firmly convinced that the public welfare, 
the best interests of all the people, require action on 
these sa te issues as recommended in said resolutions.
